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Hunt for Mammoth 
Shifts to Oklahoma 


Washington.—The trail of the pre- 
historic American elephant has ted 
from Florida to Oklahoma. 

wr. James W. Gidley, paleontologist 
of the United States National museum, 
has just returned from a partly suc- 
cessful search for elephant bones to 
complete a great mammoth skeleton 
being assembled for exhibition pur- 
poses, Near Alva, Okla., he found 
portions of a small elephant which 
were of considerable scientific inter- 
est, but of a different species from 
the composite skeleton which. the mn- 
seum experts are mounting. This 
particular variety of mammoth came 
from Florida and attained a huge size, 
twice as large as the ordinary ele 
phant of today. 

A prehistoric relative of the arma- 
dillo, probably a hitherto unknown 
species about as large as a cow, was 
among skeletons unearthed by Doctor 
Gidley in Oklahoma. 

The thorough exploration of Okla- 
homa for animals of past ages wa3 
urged by Doctor Gidley. He stated 
the state was rich In rock farmations 
containing evidences of the life of 
500,000 years ago.

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HOPE FOR TITANIC 


SHAFT IN 2 YEARS 
: Sponsors in Washington Seek 
More Funds in Congress. 


Washington.—Obstacles which for 
fifteen years have blocked tte erec- 
tion" In Washington of a statue com- 
memorating the 1,500 vietiins of the 
Titanic disaster are slowly being 
cleared away. Members of the Wom- 
an's Titanic Memorial association 
hope that their objective will be 
reached In another two years. 

Organized shortly after the disaster 
fn. 1912, the essociation promptly 
raised more than $40,000 for the me- 
mortal, but it was not until 1917 that 
a bill authorizing use of public 
grounds for the purpose got through 
the legislative Jam in.congress. Then 
the site which had been selected was 
dented. 

A new site was chosen, on the Po- 
tomac near the ground dedicated to 
the Lineoln memorial, and Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney of New York went 
ahead with completion of the statue 
from a design approved by the Fine 
Arts commission several years ear- 
ler. : 

The new. site wee under water, but 
plans had been made for construction 
of a sea wall as part of the program 
for linking Potomac and Rock parks. 

Appropriations for the wall were 
hard to get. however, and work on It 
had to be suspended In 1922, after 
only part of the riprap foundation had 
been put In. The last congress grant- 
ed $25,000 for resumption of the work. 
but that was enough to provide for 
little more than repairs on the old 
foundation. Engineers estimated that 
another $175.00) would he needed. 

Mrs. William Howard Taft ts inter- 
ested tn the plan. which ts under the 
guidance of Mrs. John Hays Ham- 
mond, first secretary of the associa- 
tion, and Mrs Robert S. Chew. 

These women are confident that the 
necessary appropriation will be grant- 
ed by the next congress and. that soon 
afterward they will be able to com- 
plete their task. 


Colds in Head Prove 


Impervious to Vaccine 
Manchester, England.—A cold in the 
head {fs still @ cold in the head at the 
Manchester university,, where for sev- 
en months experiments have beei go 
tng on to determine the value of vac- 
cination. Two hundred and’ eighty- 
- six peérsots touk part in the test. 

The conclusion that vaccination 
aguinst. colds has ne preventive value 
was suggested by the results of an 
experiment carried on by Dr. A. F. C 
Davey, Dr. F. R. Ferguson and Dr. 
W. W. G. Topley. 

Students and meiibers of the uni- 
versity staff offered their services for 
the experiment. Of these 138 were 
inoculated with a stock vaccine con- 
taining eight different kinds of mi- 
crobes, and 148 were not inoculated 

Results showed that the 138 Inocu- 
lated persons had 203 colds, the 148 
uninoculated subjects had 168 colds 
during the period of the test and that 
the average duration of the colds 
among the inoculated was 13 days 
and among the others ten and one- 
half days, 

The Investigators, however, con- 
cluded that the evidence dves not jus- 
tify with certainty any conclusion that 
vaccine caused any harm, 


One-Man Tugboats Now 
Being Used on West Coast 


Anacortes, Wash.—Man power {s tuo 
valuable these days for duplication, 
so one-man tughoats for towing have 
gained favor. Towing conditions on 
the British Columbia coast and in 
Puget sound are causing the change 
in methods. Navigation laws require 
boats of over 82 feet length and nine 
feet beam to carry certified captains. 
There Is no limit to the power equip- 
ment, Thus 30-foot boats are being 
fitted -with 45 to 100 horsepower oil 
engines und one man does the tend- 
ing, steering, planting the towlines 
and stands watch.

TREE RINGS CLEWS TO 


Own Cross-Section. 


Wushington.=-Announcement by Dr. 
A. K. Douglass of the University of 
Arizona that the study of the sequence 
of tree rings is Hkely to be of vatue 
in long-time weather forecasting re- 
calls that tree rings already have fur- 
nished valuable: clews.to dating pre 
Columbiab, history of America. 

This method was used in conjunc 
tiou’ with pottery types in fixing the 
time whes Prebto Bonito; New Mex: 
ico, flourished as the metropulis of 
America in the years before 1492, — 

Trees Our Oldest Inhabitants. 

Dr. Neil M. Judd, leader of the Na- 
tional Geographic society expeditions 
to Pueblo Bonito, with whom Doctor 
Douglass collaborated In applying his 
method to the Pueblo Bonito ruins, 
writes: 

“The oldest living things in -Amer- 
jen dre its big trees, the sequoius of 
the Sierra Nevada. The pines and 
junipers of Arizona and New Mexico 
ure much younger than the sequoias ; 
but, like the latter, they are older 
Uap any other living thing in their 
own oeighborhoud. Some of these up- 
lind trees are between four hundred 
and five hundred years of age, and it 
is not at all improbable that still old- 
er ones may be found. 

“The Hfe history of almost every 
tree is revealed by its own-cruss sec- 
tion, this year’s growth being record- 
ed by a new ring. If any given year 
has been one of scanty rainfall, the 
particular ring for thet year will be 
relatively thin; and, conversely, if the 
ralnfall bas been abundant, there will 
be a corresponding increase in the 
thickness of the annual ring. 

“Periods of drought or excessive 
moisture, it has been learned, tend to 
repeut themselves at fairly regular in- 
tervals, resulting thus tn a more or 
less orderly sequence of thick and thin 
annual rings which donot vary,- te 
any marked degree, in all the trees 
of ang She district. 

“Certain of these ring serfes pos- 
sesses individual features that quick: 
ly identify them, no matter in what 
leeality they may be found, and these 
are naturally utilized by the investi- 
wgutor as ‘keys’ to the pteblem he ts 
seeking to solve. And what is true of 
living trees is likewise true of dead 
trees, and beams or roofing timbers 
from prehistoric ruins, tke Pueblo 
Bonito. 

“From the foregoing it wit be ob- 
vious that if any overlapping series 
of annual rings can be discovered— 
that is, if_a given sequence of rings 
can be feund Bsth la a team from 
Pueblo Bonito and in a tree still liv- 
ing—it will be possible to date the 
former with reasonable exactness, 

Tree Calendar’s “Missing Link.” 

“Sucn a direct connection, however, 
with no intervening links in our time 
chain from the beams of prehistoric 
Pueblo Bonito to the living’ trees of 
northern New Mexico, is rather be- 
youd the range of possifilliies: the 
explorer's tusk Is rarely quite so easy 
as that. 

“It seems necessary, therefore, in 
the present case, to find a ‘connecting 
link’ In this time chain, and that was 
the especial object of a subsidiary ex- 
pedition authorized by the research 
committee of the National Geographic 
society In connection with the explora- 
tion of Pueblo Bonito. 

“Cross-sections from 49 timbers un- 
earthed during the explorations of two 
seasons were examined by Doctor 
Douglass with very instructive re- 
sults. These beams, taken from the 
eastern portion of Pueblo Bonito, all 
seem to have been cut within a period 
of 12 .years. 

“Soine timbers exposed fn the north- 
western quarter of the ruin, however, 
were cut several years earlier, thus 
corroborating the archeological evi- 
dence previously presented.” 


Cemetery Centuries Old 
Found, History Unknown 


Chester, Pa.—Curiosity-seekers have 
discovered an abandoned burying 
ground near here, said to be the oldest 
in the section, as dates of 1698, 1704 
and 1735 are decipherable on the few 
remaining stones, which also show the 
fumily names of Ford and Smith. 

The two-century-old cemetery is lo- 
cated in two states, Pennsylvania and 
Delaware, as the Mason and Dixon 
line runs directly through the prop- 
erty, located tn the most southern 
part of Lawncroft cemetery, on the 
Wilmington pike. A cluster of trees 
stand guard at the rapidly vanishing 
plot, which Is on a hill, overlooking 
the valey hetween the two states. 
Inquiry fails to find anyone to relate 
its history. 


Origin of Shoemaking

The Charles N. Felton Redwood 


Grove of 100 acres on the sodth fork 
of the’ Eel river, Humboldt county, 
was dedicated Sunday June 12 with 
appropriate ceremonies under the 
auspices of the Save-the-Redwoods 
League. President Ray Lyman Wil- 
bur of Stanford University delivered 
the chief address. A feature of the 
exercises was the unveiling of a 
memorial plaque, designed by Haig 
Patigan, famed sculptor, in honor of 
Senator Felton. This latest of: the 
numerous tracts of virgin redwoods 
to be preserved is the gift of Mrs: 
Kate Felton Neilson of San Francisco, 
daughter of Felton. who served two 
terms in the House of Representa- 
fives, and was then in the United 
States Senate, where he represented 
California with distinction. He -was 
a pioneer of the Stata, coming here 
in the days of the early gold rush as 
a boy of 17 years. 


Luther Burbank’s work is to be 
carried on by one of the largest nur-| 
sery organizations in the eountry, the 
Stark Plant Breeding Farm and Nur- 
sery Company of Louisana. Mo., it 
has been announced by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Burbank, widow of the plant wizarl. 
An agreement was consummated, ‘she 
stated, whereby the Missouri fri 
takes over the bulk of the Burbank 
experimental gardens at Santa Rosa 
and Sebastopol on a ten-year lease, 
with an option of 25 years’ extension. 
The financial consideration involved 
was not given out. All experiments 
underway at the time of Burbank‘s 
death a year ggo will be carried on 
by the aid of voluminous notes and 
detailed data, which he left on each 
plant, fruit and flower, it was stated. 
The company takes over more than 
900 varieties of perfected experi- 
ments. 


Lieuténant Governor Buron R. Fitts 
narrowly.egcaped death with Captain 
H. C. Claiborne, California National 
Guard, when tieir airplane was 
forced down and turned on end in 
a plowed field near Dunsmuir last 
week. The plane was over Mount 
Shasta whéii Captain Claiborne dis- 
covered that one gasoline tank was 
completely dry and the ather was al- 
most empty, due to a leaking pipe- 
line. He turned back on his course 
and headed fur Dunsmuir, but ran 
out of gas above the town of Gazelle. 
The National Guard officer picked ont 
the only likely looking landing spot. 
the plowed field, and volplaned. Tae 
wheels of the plane stuck, throwing 
it on end. Fitts escaped with & cut 
across the bridge of his nose. Captain 
Claiborne ‘was uninjured. 


Characterizing the bill as “one of 
the most important conservation 
measures adopted in recent years,” 
State Forester M. B. Pratt has de- 
clared that Gov. Yourg’s signature 
of Assembly Bill 998, postponing the 
opening of the deer season in the 
Sierra Nevada region two weeks, wiil 
eliminate hundreds of forest fires at 
one of the periods of greatest fire 
hazard. The new act provides that 
the deer season shall open on Sep- 
tember 15, two weeks later than hers- 
tofore.
